The  sable  curtains  of  night  were  again  flrawn 
round  the  world,  as  I  was  left  to  my  own  reflec¬ 
tions,  and  the  stillness  around.  I  now  bad  an  ar¬ 
dent  desire  to  see  this  venerable  father,  and  hear) 
from  his  own  lips  the  principles  of  his  actions.  1 1 
soon  fell  asleep,  and  the  sweet  visions  of  repose 
mingled  joy  in  the  scenes  of  the  night.  I  awoke 
with  the  first  ray  of  the  morning,  refreshed  in  spi- 
riu,  and  thankful  to  the  Giver  of  ever^  good  and 
perfect  gift,  for  the  kind  care  and  keeping  through 
the  silent  watches  of  the  night.  My  thoughts  soo* 
rscurred  to  the  day  that  had  gone,  and  the  facts 
that  1  then  had  heard.  1  was  left  to  wonder  how, 
and  why,  a  religious  creed  should  afl'ect  the  daily 
wa'k  and  conversation  of  the  believer,  as  indirectly 
advanced  in  the  case  of  Doacon  F.  and  those  call¬ 
ed  infidels.  The  one  with  many  pretensions, 
still  lacked  in  good  practice  ;  the  others,  witliout 
eiiv  pietensioDS  to  piety,  were  forward  in  the 
practice  of  virtue.  How  belief  should  have  any 
power  over  our  conduct,  1  could  not  understand. 
And  if  so,  what  must  be  the  belief  of  Father  B—? 
he  was  called  a  Christian,  and  so  was  Deacon  F., 
and  yet  the  conduct  of  the  one  was  as  difli^rrt 
from  the  other,  as  lifjht  is  from  darkness.  The 
deacon  wr^as  a  Calvinist,  and  what  could  be  the 

doctrine'  of  Father  B - ?  This  I  desired  to 

know.  Tbeuoctrine  of  Calvin  I  understood.  The 
creeds  of  Calvinists  and  Arminians  1  was  fnmiliar 
with;  ballknewof  none  essentially  difl'erent  from 
these.  And  these  were  too  nearly  alike  in  the 
main  pariieulars,  to  lead  to  such  difl’erenoe  in  con¬ 
duct.  What  Father  B - lielicvcd,  I  w’as  over¬ 

anxious  to  learn,  and  ardently  desired  his  return. 
This  desire  was  soon  to  be  gratified,  for  he  then, 
unknown  to  me,  Imd  returned  late  the  preceding 
night,  and  presently  made  liis  appearain  e  in  the 
room  I  occupied,  seemingly  mucli  pleased  with  my 
rapid  recovery.  After  iiiueh  agreeable  conversa¬ 
tion,  in  which  I  vas  instructed  as  well  as  amused, 
we  were  summoned  to  our  morning  meal. 

Our  repast  being  finuhed,  and  we  again  com¬ 
fortably  servicd,  Father  B - recommenced  bring¬ 

ing  foith  “  thines  both  new  and  old,”  for  my  en¬ 
tertainment.  The  conversai'.on  soon  turned  upon 
religion— its  origin,  nature,  and  adaptation  to  the 
wants  of  mankind — and,  withal,  its  purifying,  en 
Dobling,  and  heavenly  influence  on  individuals 
and  communities.  Thi-s  was  a  subject  with  which 

Father  B - apiieared  not  only  nt(|uainied,  but 

even  familiar — giving  an  outline  of  the  same  in 
words  fitly  chosen  and  full  of  meaning.  His 
views  were  strange,  and  somewhatstartled  me  by 
their  novelty.  I  pro|)06ed  objections,  which  lie 
readily  answered  with  niucls  good  humor,  and  in 
such  a  masterly  manner,  that,  to  say  the  least,  I  was 
silenced  if  not  convinced.  I  soon  learned  that  he 
was  familiar  with  the  whole  volume  of  revelation, 
while  my  knowledge  (which  orteu  had  appeared 
extensive  in  my  own  eyes)  was  confined,  as  it 
were,  toons  page  thereof.  As  a  matter  of  pru¬ 
dence,  I  resolved  to  waive  all  farther  objections, 
and  try  to  profit  by  what  I  could  not  successfully 
argue  down. 

_  His  remarks  appeared  reasonable  and  just,  but 
|ii^nied  to  me  they  were  opposed  to  Scripture. 
TbU  objection  availed  me  nothing,  for  Scripture 
l^imony  soon  drove  rue  from  this  retreat,  and  I 
utakly  oQofieaeed  ffi)' inability  to  msiinrain  ophi- 
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ions  counter  to  his,  and  begged  him  to  favor  me 
I  with  a  history  of  his  religious  experience.  I 
I  asked  in  sincerity,  for  I  wished  to  learn  what  re- 
I  ligious  principles  induced  him  to  such  kind  and 
|praioewortby  actions  toward  his  fellow-men,  as 
ascribed  to  him  by  Harriet  M.  He  readily  ron- 
sented,  and  commenced  in  the  following  words 
“Young  man,  as  I  believe  you  ask  with  a  good 
motive,  I  cheerfully  comply  with  your  ie<|ue8t, 
and  will  try,  in  my  broken  manner,  tagive  you  a 
brief  account  of  my  past  life  in  matters  of  reli¬ 
gion.  I  was  brought  up  and  educated  after  the 
strnightest  sect,  a  Calvinist — instructed  in  that 
doctrine,  and  taught  to  believe  with  my  forefathers, 
that  the  Culvinistic  creed  was  the  only  way  ‘given 
under  heaven,  whereby  men  could  be  saved.’ 

I  Early  in  life  1  was  awakened  to  this  subject,  and 
j  why  1  did  not  immediately  unite  with  the  church, 

I'  I  know  not ;  1  did  not  doubt  its  doctrine,  nor  want 
for  warm  and  pressing  invitations  to  join,  but 
when  my  mind  was  cousenting,  the  words  of  ray 
Muster  seemed  to  stand  before  me— ‘  Search  the 
Scriptures  ;  for  in  them  ye  think  >e  have  eternal 
life,  and  they  testify  of  me.*  For  several  years 
I  my  attention  was  given  to  the  volume  of  iuspira- 
jtion,  and  I  yet  remember  well  how  I  then  thought 
Hthe  Bible  contained  strange  and  contradictory  sen- 
htiments.  I  found  much  therein  that  seemed  to 
i  favor  and  support  my  creed,  and  much  was 
I  against  it.  Baflled  in  the  attempt  to  make  wbai 
|i  1  liad  been  taught,  agree  with  the  tenor  of  Scrip- 
I  ture,  or  the  Scripture  agree  with  my  creed,  and 
j  bsing  advised  by  the  apostle  to  ‘  try  the  spirits,’ 
1 1  determined  *o  test  the  doctrine  in  another  way, 
“  I  DOW  proposed  to  myself  to  bring  the  tenets 
»>f  the  church  down  to  practice,  and  see  their  ef- 
fects  on  tlie  conduct  and  happiness  of  the  believer, 
j  I  was  taught  by  this  creed,  ‘  That  God  from  all 
eternil;j  elected  a  part  of  mankind  to  everlasting 
I  life,  and  for  them  made  provision  fora  Redeemer, 
but  was  pleased  to  pass  by  the  res! — provide  them 
no  Saviour,  bhi  ordained  tlicm  to  wrath  and  in- 
I  digoaiion — and  all  without  any  foresight  or  regard 
i  to  ai.y  works  wliniever,  on  the  part  of  the  crea- 
tuie.’  On  this  fundancental  article  of  my  faith, 
long  and  critically  1  slndied.  By  it,  the  destiny 
I  of  both  classes  was  fixed  and  sure,  in  the  counsels 
I  and  decrees  of  Jehovah.  Tliose  elected  to  life  and 
bliss  unending,  could  live  as  they  listed — the  vilest 
I  arid  best  of  conduct,  alike,  was  sanctioned  and 
I  blessed  by  Him  who  made  them  his  peculiar  fa- 
voriics.  And  those  ordained  to  wrath,  could  do 
■  nothing  to  alter  their  desiiuy — vice  and  virtue, 

'  alike,  must  receive  the  same  reward.  With 
j  neither  class  could  1  see  any  motive  whatever,  to 
‘cease to  do  evil,  and  learn  to  do  well.’  1  looked 
I  again,  aud  viewed  the  subject  in  another  light. 
By  this  doctrine,  the  Parent  of  the  universe  was 
I  rcpressnled  as  partial,  cruel,  and  unjust,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  Saviour’s  command  to  his  fol¬ 
lowers,  ‘Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your 
Father  wiiich  is  in  heaven  is  perfect.’  If  men 
were  required  to  be  like  Him  in  perfection,  and  he 
was  partial,  cruel,  and  unjust,  then  men  to  be 
perfect  as  be  is  jierfeci,  they  tco  would  be  partial, 
cruel,  and  unjust,  and  would  treat  with  merited 
contempt  the  unregonera,e,  and  bless  those,  and 
I  tliose  alone,  of  the  same  faith. 

“But  as  you  arc  acquainted  with  this  doctrine, 
1 1  need  not  enlarge,  for  you  will  readily  perceive 
by  these  bints  the  course  I  pursued,  and  the  natu- 
j  ral  resultsof  my  investigation.  The  more  1  search¬ 
ed  and  reasoned,  the  more  unreasonable  and  iucon- 
sistent  appeared  mycrced.  One  iMiint  after  another 
I  was  cast  aside,  fur  i  could  not  cling  to  a  doctrine 
^  which  virtually  forbid  my  doing  unfo  others  as  I 
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wished  ihsm  to  do  unto  me.  This  was  not  the 
work  oi  a  week  or  a  month,  but  rather  of  many. 
When  the  whole  system,  iu  nature  and  bearings, 
had  been  examined  and  rejected,  I  turned  my  at¬ 
tention  to  find  ibe  truth  of  revelation. 

“  About  this  time  I  removed  some  distance  from 
the  place  of  my  nativity,  and  located  ia  a  neigh- 
borliood  where  the  Arminian  principles  were  the 
most  popular.  I  attended  their  meetings— learn¬ 
ed  their  peculiar  views— and  at  first  was  well 
pleased  with  the  new  doctrine.  It  gave  ib*Dea^ 
a  more  agreeable  character — removed  all  partialt- 
ty,  cruelty,  and  injustice,  and  made  h:m  the  kind 
Parent  of  all  kis  children.  But  when  1  considered 
the  subject  in  its  length  and  bieadth,  it  then  wm 
clear,  that  what  thissystem  made  up  in  goodness, 
it  took  away  in  power- made  nothing  positive  and 
sure — but  left  all  to  the  sport  of  chance;  and  in 
going  through  the  same  process  I  had  pursued 
with  the  faith  I  first  imbibed,  I  found  it  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  a  doctrine  of  continued  sloDing 
and  repentance,  and,  consequently,  that  it  did  not 
and  could  not  inspire  its  believer  with  the  spirit  of 
love,  to  ‘  bless  arid  corse  not.’ 

“  You  may  not  be  aware  of  the  natural  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  rejection  of  these  doctrines.  When 
these  two  systems  had  been  discarded,  my  mind, 
racked  by  many  discordant  views,  was  reft  of 
hope,  that  anchor  of  the  soul,  and  ‘  swung  from  its 
moorings’  into  I’he  broad  and  dreary  wastes  of  infi¬ 
delity.  I  then  was  truly  •  without  hope  aud  with¬ 
out  God  in  the  world.’  There  was  an  aching 
void — a  longing  desire;  nature  could  not  fill  the 
one,  or  reas'in  gratify  the  other.  I  fain  would 
have  given  credit  to  the  testimony  of  Holy  Writ, 
but  it  appeared  opposed  to  reason,  and  reason  was 
a  part  of  myself,  and  how  could  I  reject  it?  I 
determined  ;o  follow  the  light  within  me,  lead 
where  it  might,  and  cast  revelation  aside  as  the 
iubleJ  talcs  of  oilier  times.  Man  seemc'3  a  lone 
orphan  in  the  ‘  vale  of  tears’ — the  tender  ties  of 
consanguinity  were  severed — the  great  connecting 
link  was  sundered — all  was  dark  and  cheerless  in 
the  pilgrin'age  of  life — my  soul  was  wrapped  in 
doubt  and  darkness — while  beyond  tbs  dark  val¬ 
ley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  nought  but  the  horrors 
of  annihilation  were  there !  No  genial  ray  of 
light  divine  could  reach  the  dreary  vault — but 
night,  ajipalling  and  unendiug  night  of  darkest 
shade  and  deepest  gloom,  would  brood  in  sable 
horror  over  all  that  once  wes  man.  Sickening, 
life-taking  thought! — and  yet  it  was  brighter  and 
sweeter,  far,  than  endless  ages  of  pain  and  wo ! 

“Time  rolled  away,  and  thi  ‘blackness  of 
darkness’  was  my  bitter  portion.  Such  was  the 
state  of  my  mind,  that  I  gladly  would  have  sunk 
in  Lethe’s  cold  and  dreary  wave,  to  rise  no  more 
forever;  fori  was  dead  wiiile  yet  1  lived. 

“  But  this  misery  was  not  always  to  last.  The 
saiise  reason  that  !ed  me  to  doubt  and  deny  an 
overruling  Power,  seemed  now  to  whisper  that  I 
had  forsaken  her  domain,  and  pointed  me  to  the 
works  of  nature  and  providence,  where  the  marks 
of  His  forming  hand  were  clearly  seen,  and  as  I 
had  followed  her  in  tier  disordered  state,  she  called 
me  to  follow  and  believe  her  in  her  native  sphere. 
1  obeyed  her  dictates,  and  from  the  abundant  and 
manifest  proofs  of  a  Deity  in  all  I  saw,  io  all  1 
Iclt,  and  iu  all  1  was,  the  conviction  was  sure — I 
could  not  resist  it — ‘  there  was  a  God,  all  nature 
spoke,’  and  told  me,  too,  that  he  was  good.  This 
was  the  first  dawning  of  light  upon  my  benighted 
soul,  like  the  faint  glimmering  of  gr^  twilight, 
the  precursor  of  approaching  day.  The  Book  of 
Revelation  was  still  viewed  with  suspicion,  but  1 
resclvetj  to  look  again  Into  the  long  neglected  and

IV.  VVe  feel  at  liberty  to  admonish  our  brethren 
against  the  evil  of  neglecting  the  annual  aeMious  of  our

tion.  Our  preachers  in  Pennsylvania  are  as  yet  few  iu 
number— and  it  is  very  desirable  that  they  give  heed  to 
the  yearly  convocations  of  the  brethren.  Concert  of 
action  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  Zion.  It  is  true, 
distance  and  limited  pecuniary  resources  are  pleas,  the 
plaii.sihility  of  which  we  have  personal  cause  to  allow  — 
blit  when  we  take  into  account  the  advantages  accruing 
from  personalinten  oiirseofihedisciples,  (especially  the 
preachers,)  and  mutual  advice  and  encouragement — and 
when  we  also  consider  that  our  societies  could,  without 
great  inconvenience,  defray  the  expenses  of  attendance, 
we  affectionately  and  particularly  lecoiiimend  the  punc¬ 
tuality  of  attendance  above  signified,  andexpresaa  hope 
that  our  brethren  who  are  united  in  society  relation,  will 
make  su  i  table  provision  for  the  expenses  of  iheir  delegates. 

V.  VVe  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  is.at 
present  any  liHiseness  in  the  discipline  of  onr  churches 
in  this  i^tate,  yet  to  guard  against  the  evils  of  that  liber¬ 
ty  which  soon  resolves  itself  into  licentiousness,  we  re- 
coiiiiiieiid  our  .Associations  and  Societies  to  countenance 
no  person  as  a  Universalist  who  selsat  nought  the  mo¬ 
ral  principles  of  the  Gospel.

This  brief  word  of  caution  we  earnestly 
commend  to  the  piaciical  regard  of  all  who  pray  for  the 
peace  and  prosperity  ufJerusalem.  In  coiiciutling  this 
annual  epistle,  we  beseech  the  Master  of  Assemblies  to 
pour  out  his  spirit  iiposi  all  flesh,  to  the  end  that  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  his  name  may  have  free  course, 
run,  and  be  glorified;  and  especially  do  we  devoutly 
(•ray  that  our  denomination  may  continue  lo  increase  lU 
iiiiiiibers  and  in  grace  by  the  energies  of  the  word  of 
tiinh.

Does  it  ever  ascribe  to  | 
him  the  character  of  a  partial  Saviour,  or  that  of 
a  weak,  capricious,  or  revengeful  being?  Does  it 
ever  represent  him  as  undertaking  less  than  the 
salvation  of  the  whole  world  ?  or  as  engaging  in  a 
work,  for  the  accomplishment  of  wkich  he  was 
incompetent?  or  in  the  pursuit  of  which  he  should 
encounter  obstacles  insurmountable,  or  difliculties 
that  should  discourage  him?  No,  neither.  He 
is  uniformly  represented  as  an  all-sufficient,  en¬ 
tirely  competent,  completely  successful,  asd  glo¬ 
riously  triumphant  Redeemer  and  Saviour. 

3.  He  is  there  set  forth  as  the  Seed  of  the  woman 
that  should  bruise  the  serpent’s  head— the  Shiloh, 
to  whom  the  gathering  of  the  people  should  be — 
the  Rock  smitten  and  the  Well  of  water,  as  a 
fountain  of  life — the  Fountain  to  wash  in  from  sin 
and  uflcicanncss — the  Sun  of  Righteousness — the 
bright  and  morning  Star — the  Stone  cut  from  the 
mountain  without  hands,  that  was  destined  to  fill 
the  whole  earth — a  Shepherd  to  lead  and  feed  his 
flock — a  Refuge  for  the  weary — an  Ensign  for  the 
people — a  Prophet,  King,  and  Governor  to  instruct 
and  rule  them,  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  riv 
ers  to  the  ends  of  the  earth — the  Righteous  Branch 
and  Tree  of  life,  both  to  heal  and  nourish  the  na- 
^ns — the  Messenger  and  Testator  of  the  Cove- 
nant — the  Refiner  and  Purifier — a  Teast  of  fat 
things  for  all  people — in  short,  as  the  Salvation  of 
God  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

4.  If  these  representations  exhibit  the  true  cha¬ 
racter  of  Messiah,  1  ask,  shall  the  serpent’s  king¬ 
dom  eternally  stand  ?  Shall  the  people  never  be 
gathered  to  Shiloh  ?  Shall  souls  forever  thirst  and 
never  taste  of  the  water  of  life?  Shall  sin  and 
uncleanness  never  be  washed  away  ?  Are  there 
millions  of  souls  on  whom  the  Sun  of  Righteous¬ 
ness,  with  healing  wings,  shall  never  rise  nor 
shine?  Shall  not  the  whole  earth  be  filled  with 
the  knowledge  of  God,  as 'he  waters  cover  the  sea  ? 

Will  the  Shepherd  never  feed  his  flock,  nor  the 
weary  ever  find  rest  ?  Will  the  people  never 
flock  to  their  Ensign,  nor  the  Prophet  instruct,  nor 
the  King  rule  over  them  ?  Will  the  nations  never 
be  healed  ?  Will  the  Messenger  of  the  Covenant 
never  come  to  his  temple,  nor  refine  his  silver,  nor 
purify  the  sons  of  Levi?  Shall  not  all  people 
partake  of  the  feast  of  fat  things?  And  shall  not 
the  salvation  of  God  extend  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth  ?

5.  In  like  manner  the  New  Testament  exhibits 
Christ  as  a  universal  and  complete  Saviour.  He 
is  there  represented  as  the  true  Light,  that  light¬ 
eth  every  man  that  corncth  into  thn  world — the 
Bread  of  God,  that  cometh  down  from  heaven  to 
give  life  unto  the  world — the  Physician  to  heal 
the  morally  diseased — -the  Author  and  Finisher  of 
faith,  and  the  Captain  of  Salvation — the  Jesus,  or 
Saviour,  who  should  save  his  peo|)le  from  their 
sins- the  Dtdiverer  who  should  turn  away  ungod¬ 
liness  from  Jacob — the  Lamb  of  God  that  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world — the  Head  of  every 
man— the  Head  of  the  Church,  which  is  his  body, 
and  the  fulness  of  him  that  fiTleth  all  in  all — the 
Heir  of  all  things — the  faithful  and  true  Witness — 
the  prevailing  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Judah — the 
Door  and  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  who  gave  his 


his  mission,  what  else  canjre  inferred  but  that  he  :|  Qq(]^  astiie  Scriptures  teach  us,  iiowcn 

wecome  to  any  other  conclusion  than  that  God  • 
good  to  all,  not  exceptin;;  his  enemies,  anddesifn 
the  salvation  of  the  whole  world?  Did  Jetui

I  If  so,  will  they  not  be  saved  ?  And  if  their  rioi 
are  to  be  blotted  out,  and  they  are  to  obtain  salvi- 
i  tion,  (as  Peter  teaches,  Actsiii;  14-26,)  who  » 
there  in, the  world  that  will  not?  In  short,  if  God 
i  be  for  us,  w’ho  can  be  against  us  ? 

I  12.  How  can  the  great  object  of  Christ’s  mil- 
sion  and  labors,  ho  mistaken  by  an  attentive  rea- 
i  der  of  the  Bible  ?  Tlie  inspired  apostle  declam, 
“  we  have  seen  and  do  testify,  that  the  Fadier 


came  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  salvation  of 
all  men,  and  was  purposely  represented  as  a  uni¬ 
versal  Saviour,  both  in  the  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ments  ?  Can  all  these  representations  possibly 
Bceord  with  the  idea  of  his  being  only  a  partial 
Saviour  or  Deliverer  of  mankind  ?  Surely  not. 
Moreover,  the  character  of  Christ,  as  exhibited  in 
his  life,  labors,  and  teachings,  while  on  earth,  can 
never  accord  with  the  doctrine  of  endless  misery, 
nor  with  any  other  than  that  of  the  salvation  of  all 
men. 

8.  In  what  character  did  Jesus  appear  on 
earth — in  that  of  a  Destroyer,  or  that  of  a  .Saviour? 
in  that  of  a  friend,  or  foe  of  mankind  ?  in  that  of 
an  inif.Mrtial  and  kind  benefactor  of  all,  orin  that 


of  a  capricious  and  petulent  avenger  of  pretended  ,  g,.,,,  the  Son  to  he  the  Saviour  of  the  world.*’-l 


or  real  wrongs  ?  When  jiersecnted,  did  he  reta¬ 
liate?  When  reviled,  did  he  revile  again?  When 
reproached  and  scofTed  at,  did  he  curse  his  foes? 
Nay — his  whole  life  was  one  coutinued  exhibition 
of  love,  benevolence,  and  compassion.  It  is  em¬ 
phatically  and  truly  said  of  him,  “he  went  a'oout 
doing  good.”  To  the  poor  and  needy  he  was  con¬ 
descending  and  humane.  He  gave  health  to  the 
sick,  feet  to  the  lame,  eyes  to  the  blind,  ears  to  the 
deaf,  speech  to  the  dumb,  sanity  to  the  lunatic, 
bread  to  the  hungry,  forgiveness  to  the  sinful,  sal¬ 
vation  to  the  lost,  and  life  to  the  dead.  Ever 
merciful  and  mild,  he  compassionated  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  every  condition,  wept  at  the  grave  of  La¬ 
zarus,  liis  (riend,  and  also  over  the  approaching 
woes  of  Jerusalem,  where  resided  his  bitterest  foes; 
and  even  for  his  bloody  and  cruel  niurdc.'crs,  he 
jirayed  on  the  cross,  and  in  the  agonies  of  deatli  at 
their  unfeeling  hands,  besought  his  Father  for  their 
forgiveness!  > 

9.  Ashis  life  was  oneof  ever-enduring  benevo¬ 
lence  and  compassion,  so  was  it  one  of  S[)otless 


purity  and  holiness,  of  filial  obedience,  and  ofj'  ciled  kingdom  delivered  up  to  God  the  Father. 
Iiumble  resignation  to  every  dispensation  of  divine  |i  that  God  may  be  all  in  all.  Not  one  word  of  •*1' 
Providence.  The  same  resignation  which  he  j  he  predicted  shall  fail ;  not  one  for  whom  he  die^ 
practised,  he  inculc.iled  upon  the  minds  of  his  fol¬ 


lowers — teaching  them  that  God  was  good  and 
worthy  of  all  confidence  and  trust.  Sometimes 
he  reproved  his  followers  for  their  want  of  faith  or 
confidence  in  God,  but  never  for  putting  too  much

as  the  only  correct,  safe  and  all-sutHeienl  rule  of 
faiih  and  practice.  “  To  the  law  and  the  tesii- , 
niony;  if  we  speak  not  according  to  these  it  is/ 
because  there  is  nn  light  in  us.”  I  profe.<s  to  re- 
ceive  no  doctrine  hut  what  can  be  proved  by  a  ! 
“Thussaith  tlie  Lord.”  But  if  reason,  common  ; 
sense,  philosopliy,  correct  logic  from  allowed ' 
premises,  benevolence,  the  prayers  of  all  good  be- ' 
iagsin  the  universe,  and  last  and  best,  the  gene-  ! 
ral  voice  of  revelation,  all  unite  and  harmonize  in  i 
attesting  the  doctrine  of  universal  salvation,  then, 
must  this  doctrine  indeed  be  worthy  of  all  accep¬ 
tation.  This  is  my  firm  belief.  The  following;, 
are  some  of  my  reasons  for  regarding  this  doctrine  ; 
as  eminently  scriptural.  | 

15.  Because  the  Scriptures  not  only  represent  i! 

Ood  as  the  universal  Creator  and  Parent  of  all|| 
mankind,  who  created,  not  to  curse  and  torment,  jj 
bat  to  bless  and  make  them  happy.  ( Isa.  xliii :  | 
6,7;  Mul.  ii :  10;  Actsxvii:  25-28;  Wisdom  jj 
of  Solomon  xi :  24-26,)  but  they  also  describe  him  ij 
as  the  only  rightful  Lord,  owner  and  proprietor  of  ; 
all  inea :  and  if  he  be  so,  he  can  never  sutTcr  his  > 
property  to  be  irrecoverably  lost,  and  fall  into  the 
hands  ofan  enemy.  “  Bebohl  all  souls  ere  mine,"  I 
saith  God,  “as  the  soul  of  the  father,  so  also  the  :!

The  learn- 
etl  Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  forgetting  his  creed  when 
he  comes  to  this  text,  writes  thus  on  it :  “  As  the 
grace  of  the  Gospel  was  intended  to  destroy  the 
reign  of  sin,  its  energetic  influence  is  represented 
as  restoring  all  things,  destroying  the  bad  state 
and  restoring  the  good ;  taking  the  kingdom  out 
of  the  hands  of  sin  and  satan,  and  putting  it  into 
those  of  righteousness  and  truth.  This  is  done  in 
every  Lelifrving  soul:  all  things,  arc  restored  to 
theii  primitive  order,  and  the  peace  of  God,  which 
passes  all  understanding,  keeps  the  heart  and  mind 
in  the  knowledge  and  laxeof  God.  7’fie  man  loves 
Gorl  with  all  his  heart,  soul,  mind  and  strength, 
and  liU  neighbor  as  himself;  and  when  such  a 
work  becomes  uniaersa/,  as  the  Scriptures  seem  to 
intimate  that  it  will,  then  all  things  will  be  re¬ 
stored  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  term.”  If  ail 
theologians  could  lose  sight  of  their  creeds  wbeu 
they  read  this  and  similar  passages,  it  appears  lo 
me  they  would  come  to  the  same  conclusion  with 
ibis  eminent  Commentator.
